government down in his absence, and then were 
obliged to call the soldier from the front in face of I 
the enemy, back to the State, to restore peace order 
and safety at home. Not allow the soldier to’vote ? 
Has the soldier only the rights to languish in the hos- 
pital, to die on the battle-field, and to he carried into 
captivity ? Is this the sum of the soldier’s rights ? 
I tell you no. I tell you that the soldiers of this war 
will vote, some thousands of them to-morrow—many 
more thousands every year hereafter—and they will 
fo judgment upon parties in this country through- 
wo generations, and determine the verdict of pos¬ 
terity in regard to them. 

I have another ground for knowing that you will 
succeed to-morrow. You have the right side upon a 
plain, practical, simple issue. Our opponents do not 
see this ; they have suffered faction to blind them. 
They say that they are voting down this Administra¬ 
tion, because it is incompetent and ought never to 
have been elected. They say, again, that they are 
voting to decide the Presidential question of 1864. 
They are doing no such thing. Abraham Lincoln was 
elected in 1860 to be President of the United States 
for four years, viz.: from the 4th of March, 1861, to 
the 4th orM arch, 1865, fairly, justly, honorably, con¬ 
stitutionally elected. The question is not whether he 
ought to have been elected, in 1860 ; that was settled 
in the election of I860 ; and is irreversible. The 
question is not whether he or any person connected 
with his Administration shall be elected in 1864. 
That will be settled in the election of 1864. Abraham 
Lincoln was elected in 1860 to be President, not of a 
part, but of the whole of the United States; but he 
has been forcibly kept out of a part of the United 
States—Louisiana, Virginia, North Carolina, South 
Carolina, Georgia and other Gulf States. In those 
States he is President de jure, but not, de facto. The 
object of this election is the object of the war. It 
is to make Abraham Lincoln President de facto 
from 1860 to 1864 in Georgia, South Carolina and 
other Gulf States, as he is President de facto in Mas¬ 
sachusetts, New-York and Ohio. 

I know the war waged for that object will succeed, 
and I know elections held for the same object will 
succeed. They will succeed because the object is just, 
and justice in politics is necessary. It is injustice 
and downright robbery of Abraham Lincoln, and the 
majority of citizens who elected him, to refuse him 
the full enjoyment of the authority conferred upon 
him in that election. There can be no peace and 
quiet until Abraham Lincoln is President, under that 
election, of the whole United States. 

Now, justice is an instinct of the whole human 
family. If a man has a house, a horse, or a boat, 
and Retaken from him, all society combines to re¬ 
store it to his possession, and it awards severe pun¬ 
ishment to those who attempt to rob him of his rights. 
You saw this lesson written in the earliest school 
book that was put into your hands: 


The American people will repeat this simple moral 
instruction to-morrow by saying to every insurgent 
and every Confederate in the free States, as well as 
the slave States. 

“ Steal not the Presidency, my honest friend, 

For fear the gallows will be your end.” 

The result to be attained is as important to our op¬ 
ponents as it is to us. What if, through battle and 
suffrage, the President who was elected in 1860 
should, by his opponents, be kept out of the Presi¬ 
dency of the United States until another election ? 
What if they should then succeed in electing a Presi¬ 
dent in 1864 against, the majority who elected Abra¬ 
ham Lincoln in 1860 ? Can that majority be expect¬ 
ed to acquiesce, without voting and without blood¬ 
shed, in the election of Jefferson Davis, or John C. 
Breckinridge, or Horatio Seymour 2 Certainly not 


First, I wanted the internal as well as the for¬ 
cin'enemies of the United States to see that this Ad- 
Stfstion could stand of its own strength without 
Porting to popular arts of self-defence. Secondly, 
n"ought that an Administration that could not 
stand without speaking for itself, must fall even if 
*1* its members should engage in its vindication. 

Nevertheless, being here unexpectedly I feel that it 
would seem churlish to refuse to show that the friends 
of the country have the sympathies aqd the gratitude 
of the Administration of the country. 

What then, shall I say and do ? I will forget my¬ 
self as well as I can while I utter some sentiments 
of cheerfulness and hope concerning the condition 
of onr country and its cause. I do not forget that 
cheerfulness and hopefulness, habitual cheerfulness 
and hopefulness, give offence in certain quarters. 

We have a class of patriots who deride them, who 
insist upon having the political skies obscured and 
the political moon throughout all her changes pre¬ 
sented under eclipse. I do believe in cheerfulness 
and hopefulness.

You will succeed, my friends, to-morrow. 1 know 
you will succeed by signs other than those which ex¬ 
cite your own hopes of success. The country is m 
danger—it is to be rescued by the government. I ou 
will succeed, because you vote tor the government in 
voting to sustain the Administration. Your oppo¬ 
nents commit the fatal error of supposing that they 
can divide the Administration from the government, 
and support the one and discard the other. No man 
can serve two masters. Consider this point for a 
moment. It is only through the Administration that 
the country can put forth the effort necessary for its 
rescue. ou discard this Administration of the 
government by your votes, you bring no new or bet¬ 
ter one to its place. You then have practically 
interregnum from this time to the 4th of March, Iff 
An interregnum of sixteen months in the very crisis 
of rebellion. You would repeat even in a more 3 
gerous way the great, though then unavoidable, 
fortune of the interregnum which was produced by 
the election of Abraham Lincoln in 1860, leaving 
James Buchanan in the Presidency until the 4th of 
March, 1861. During all that period the ship of State 
necessarily and unavoidably drifted and dashed itself 
against the rocks of a lee shore.

I know you will prevail to-morrow for another 
reason. Like the last one, it is founded upon a 
moral instinct—that moral instinct which guides the 
people of every country to maintain and defend that 
country simply because it is their own. It is an in¬ 
stinct as natural and as strong as the instincts which 
are the basis of the family relation. Every unper¬ 
verted man adheres to his own wife in preference to 
another man’s wife, and fights m her defence in pre¬ 
sence to the defence of a strange woman. Every 
uuper verted man cares for and guards and trainshis 
own child instead of wasting his care on his neighbor s 
children. So every unperverted citizen defends his 
country against its enemies, domestic and foreign, 
instead of defending a foreign country or seeking to 
destrov his own. The robin does as much. He 
guards his own nest, because it is his. The li 
fends his lair, and each of these is endowed M 
force adequate to that defence. Our disloyal citizens 
act on the assumption that the enlightenedand 
virtuous American people are less sagacious than 
fowls of the air and the beasts of the field. 

You see from these remarks why it is that through¬ 
out this war I have refused to be diverted from the 
main question to engage in collateral, and therefore 
idle and mischievous debates. It is such debates that 
trouble weak minds and faithless hearts. The T^® 
afraid of the loss of individual liberty and of btate 
Rights, and they therefore saw continually on the 
string of arbitrary arrests and suspension of the 
habeas corpus.

suffers most. Viewed in this light the wholetfgf the 
Buffering which the war has produced has faltStupou 
the insurgents, and the loyal part of the United 
States is exempt. In the insurgent States .there is 
not one citizen who is not the poorer and the more 
unhappy for the war. In the loyal regions there is 
- ■ t a State which is not stronger, nor a citizen who 
. not the richer for the same cause. The increase 

of wealth which arises from the new national disci¬ 
pline of Industry which the war has obliged us to 
adopt has enabled us to pay all increased debts and 
taxes as easily as we paid the debts and taxes exist¬ 
ing when the war begun. Nor must we forget that it 
only a question of whose debts and whose taxes 
s shall pay—Hbot whether we shall pay any. We 
pay either the debts and taxes of Abrabam Lincoln 
and bis Administration or the debts and taxes ot 
Jefferson Davis and Robert P. Toombs. In the one 
case we have an equivalent of dollar for dollar for 
what we pay, and the greater equivalent of national 
safety and honor. In the other case we pay twelve 
dollars in gold for one dollar of Confederate money, 
with the additional loss of eternal disgrace and ruin. 

Fellow-citizens, 47 is so near to 50 that we may 
use round numbers. Fifty years ago, then, I first saw 
and ascended the Hudson River. For 46 .years it 
a constant study, through the agency Jif that 
,. —, and artificial extensions of it to :he ISSps and 
the Mississippi, to fortify the Union and develop the 
greatness and prosperity of the American people. 
Every succeeding year revealed new, enlarged, and 
gratifying success of that policy, until the year 1860. 
Then, on my way to the National-capital I descended: 
the Erie Canal and the Hudson River. I surveyed 
the cities that had grown np on their hanks with 
wonder, and the vast commerce that floated on their 
waters with admiration. But then there was the 
alarm, muttenngs loud and deep, threatening civil 
war and revolution. I was obliged to try to appre¬ 
hend, to grasp this danger, if I could, and grasp it 
with all its magnitude and terrors. What is Revo¬ 
lution ? It is the subversion of all this trade, all this 
prosperity, and all this happiness, and the substitu¬ 
tion in its place of scenes of blood and universal de¬ 
solation. I said to myself—is this inevitable ? It is 1 
in one case, was the answer. The Democratic party 
throughout the United States which has virtually held 
the reins of government for half a century, has been 
overthrown by a constitutional majority, in the elec-1 
tion. In the name and in behalf of that party, it 
disappointed chiefs have refused submission and r< 
sorted to civil war. If the Democratic party of the 
United States lend themselves directly or indirectly 
to that insurrection, civil war is inevitable, and a 
ferocious, bloody, all-pervading revolution is indefi¬ 
nitely fastened" upon the nation. That revolution j 
will then end in successful invasion and pacification 
under a foreign conqueror. What shall be done in 
this emergency? The answer was obvious. Pre¬ 
vent it by appeals to the patriotism of all parties, 
and a surrender of all their conflicting interests, pre¬ 
judices and passions to the common safety. This will 
enable us to prevent a revolution if possible, to meet 
and conquer it if we must. Will these means pre¬ 
vent it ? I know not. This is of the knowledge 
which God retains to himself. He indicates the 
means, and withholds for the trial of our virtue the 
results. But we shall not long be left without indi¬ 
cations of the result. Three months, six months, 
twelve months, twenty-four months, thirty months 
will disclose either the fact that the Democratic 
masses of the United States are disloyal, and that 
the revolution wiil therefore prevail, or the fact that 
they rise to the true spirit, to the lofty heights of 
patriotism, and the country will be saved. That time 
’ - i come at last. Not so soon as in our impatience 
wished, but as soon, we may believe, as was best 
PHI our welfare. The Democratic masses, discarding 
leaders, have attained the height of patriotism. They 
are in the field ; they are in the Cabinet; they are in 
the canvass, counselling, voting, fighting, generously, 
loyally, nobly, to make the election of Abraham 
iLincoln President of the United States from 1861 to 
1865, a fixed, irresistible fact.

MR. BEECHER IN ENGLAND. 

HIS SPEECH IN EXETER HALL, LONDON. 

W*[The circumstances attending the delivery of KrJ 
Beecher’s speech in Exeter Hall have been well de-l 
scribed by the letter of *• A Traveller” to The Indepen¬ 
dent, which we published last week; and another letter! 
from Mr. Chesson, Hon. Secretary of the London Emanci- 
pation Society, descriptive of the same scenes, appears in 
our columns this week. We regret our inability to print 
the speech in foil, but we must give our readers the benefit 
of some extracts, as follows:] 

From The Morning Star, 

Ladies and Gentlemen: The very kind introduc¬ 
tion that I have received requires but a single word 
from me. I should be guilty if I could take all the 
credit which has been generously ascribed to me, but 
I am not old enough to have been a pioneer. And 
when I think of such names as Weld, Alvan Stewart, 
Gerrit Smith, Joshua Leavitt,William Goodell, Arthur 
and Lewis Tappan, William Lloyd Garrison (loud 
applause)—and that most accomplished speaker of 
the world, Wendell Phillips (renewed applause)— 
when I think of multitudes of that peculiar class of 
Christians called Friends—when I think of the num¬ 
ber of men, obscure, vzithout name or fame, who 
labored in the earliest days at the foundation of this 
reformation—and when I remember that I came in 
afterwards rather to build on their foundation—I 
cannot permit in this fair country the honors to be 
pat upon me and wrested from those other men that 
deserve them far more than I do (cheers). All I can 
say is this, that when I began my public life I fell 
into the ranks under the appropriate captains, and 

fought as well as I knew how in the ranks-— 

mand (loud cheers). 

As this is my last popular address upon the 
American question in England, I may be permit¬ 
ted to glance at my brief mstory here (hear, hear) 
At Manchester I attempted to give a history of 
the external political movement for fifty years past 
so far as it was necessary to illustrate the fact 
that the present American war was cmly.-an pv.-rt 
aad warlike form of a contest between liberty 
and slavery that had been going on pohtieaUy for 
half a ceniory (hear, hear). At Glasgow I under¬ 
took to show foe condition of work or labor n«,esu- 
tated by any profitable system of slavery, de on- 
steaftn- that it brought labor into contempt, affixing | 
to it the badge of degradation, and that a 8tr “gg|. e 
to extend servile labor across the American conti- 
nenf interests every, free working °the Sou& 

fnheersl For my sincere belief is that tue 
cause 1 is the natural enemy of free labor andthefree 
laborer all the world over (loud cheers).

that there may be do vestige of doubt left tnat 
slavery was the cause—the only cause, and the whole 
cause—of this gigantic and cruel war (cheers). I 
have tried to show that sympathy for the South, how¬ 
ever covered by excuses or softened by sophistry, is 
simply the most audacious attempt ever made to 
build up a slave empire pure and simple (hear, hear). 

I have tried to show that in this contest the North 
were contending for the preservation of their govern¬ 
ment and their own territory, and those popular in¬ 
stitutions on which the well-beiDg of the nation 
depended (hear, hear). Now, I ask you to-night to 
look at this struggle from an American point of view, 
and in its moral aspects (hear, hear). That is, I 
wish you to take our standpoint for a little while 
(cheers)—and to look at our actions and motives, not 
from what the enemy says, but from what we say 
(cheers). When two men have disagreed it k quite 
in vain to promote peace between them by attempt¬ 
ing to prove that either of them is all right or either 
of them is all wrong (hear, hear). Now there has 
been some disagreement of feeling between America 
and Great Britain. I don’t want to argue the queg- 
•.iotl to-night, wbiek-is right and which is wr-ng, but 
if some kind neighbor will persuade these two people 
that are at disagreement to consider each other’s 
position and circumstances, it may not lead either to 
adopting the other’s judgment, but it may lead them 
to say of each other, “ I think he is honest and means 
well, even if he be mistaken ” (loud cheers). You 
may not thus get a settlement of the difficulty, but 
you will get a settlement of the quarrel, and to-night 
I am not here to ask you to bolt bones, flesh, and all 
without discrimination (hear, hear). I may say I 
merely ask you to put yourselves into our tracks for 
one hour, and look at the subjects as we look at 
them (cheers)—then after that form your judgment 
as you may please (cheers). 

[Mr. Beecher proceeded to explain and illustrate the rela¬ 
tions of slavery to the National government—tlie want of j 
power in that government to abolish it within State limits 
—the struggle at the North to prevent the extension of the 
system, and the struggle on the part of the South to con¬ 
trol the government in the interest of slavery, etc. His 
exposition was so clear and convincing that the humblest 
auditor could not fail to compreh end the true state of the 
case.] 

Now, that is the reason why the North did not at 
first go to war to produce emancipation. She went 
to war to save the national institutions (cheers). 
She went to save the territories ; she went to save 
those laws which would first circumscribe, then suf¬ 
focate and finally destroy slavery (cheers). That is 
the reason why that most true, honest, just, and con¬ 
scientious magistrate, Mr. Lincoln-[The announce¬ 

ment of Mr. Lincoln’s name was received with loud 
and continued cheering. The whole audience rose 
and cheered for some time, and it was a few min¬ 
utes before Mr. Beecher could proceed.] From hav¬ 
ing spoken much at tumultuous assemblies I had at 
times a fear that when I came here this evening my 
voice would fail from too much speaking. But that 
fear is now changed to one that your voices will fail 
from too much cheering (laughter). Don’t get bron¬ 
chitis (laughter). How then did the North pass 
from a conflict with the South and a slave policy, to 
a direct attack upon the institution of slavery itself? 
Because, according to the foreshadowing of that wis¬ 
est man of the South, Mr. Stephens, they beleaguered 
the National government and the national life with 
the institution of slavery—obliged a sworn President, 
who was put under oath to delend that institution— 
they obliged him to take his choice between the 
safety and life of the.government itself, or the slavery 
with which it was beleaguered (cheers). If any man 
lays an obstruction on the street and blocks up the 
street, it is not the fault of the people if they walk 
over it. As the fundamental right of individual self- 
immorality 

As no man attacked on the highway violates a law 
but obeys the law of self-defence—a law inside ot 
outside laws—by knocking down his assailant, so 
when a nation is assaulted and beleaguered by any 
local or foreign State it is the right and duty of that 
State, in the exercise of self-defence, to destroy that 
enemy which, if not destroyed, will destroy it (hear). 
As long as the South allowed it to be a moral and 
political conflict of policy, we were content to meet 
the issue as one of policy. But when they threw 
down the gauntlet of war, and said that by it slavery 
was to be adjudicated, we could do no other than 
take up the challenge (loud cheers). The police 
have no right to enter your house as long as you 
keep within the” law, but when you defy it, and en¬ 
danger the peace and safety of the neighborhood, 
*L.,ri,ovru « ritrlit to enter. Bo in constitutional gov- 


they have a right to enter. So in constitutional gov¬ 
ernment ; it has no power to touch slavery while 
slavery remains a State institution. But when it 
Bits itself up out of its State humility and becomes 
banded to attack the nation, it becomes a national 
enemy and has no longer exemption (cheers). But 
it is said, “ The President issued his proclamation 
after all for political effect, not for humanity ” (cries 
of hear, hear). Why, the right of issuing a pro¬ 
clamation of Emancipation was political, but the dis¬ 
position to do it was personal (loud cheers). Mr. 
Lincoln is an officer of the State, and in the Presi¬ 
dential chair has no more right to follow his private 
feelings than your judge has a right to follow 
private feelings ou the bench (applause) He 
bound to ask, ” What is the law t —not What is 
my sympathy ? ” (Hear, hear.) And when a judge 
sees that a rigid execution or interpretation ot the 
law goes with primitive justice, with humanity, and 
with pity, he is all the more glad because his private 


feelings go with his pubUc office (cheers). Why, 
the next house to a surgeon, a kind and benevolent 
one is a boy who fills the night with groans, because 
he has a caucerous and diseased leg, and the father 
is tinkering with it. And the surgeon would fam 
go in and amputate that limb and save that life ; bnt 
he is not called in, and he has no business to go m, 
if he wants to ever so much, if he is not called in [hear, 
hear). But at last the father says to him, “ In the 
name of God, come in and save my child ’; and he 
goes in professionally and cuts off his leg and saves 
his life, to the infinite disgust of a neighbor over the 
way, that says, “ Ob, he would not go in as _ 
boraud cut his leg off” (loud applause). I should 
like to know how any man has a right to cut your 
leg or mine off except professionally (laughter and 
cheers)—and so a man muBt often wait lor official 
leave to perform the noblest offices of justice and 
humanity. Here then is the great point of stumbling. 
At first the President could not touch slavery, be¬ 
cause in time of peace it was a legal institution, and 
the government could not touch it. How then 
he do it now ? Because iu time of war it is shot 
of its sphere, and is no longer a local institution, but 
a national and pubUc enemy (applause). Now i 
promised to make that clear; have I done it ? (Hear, 
hear, and applause.) 

It is said, “ Why not let the South go ? ” (Hear, , 
hear, and cheers.) “Since they wont be at peace 
with yon, why do you not let them separate from 
you ? ” Because they would be less peaceable sepa¬ 
rated than they are together (bear, hear). Oh, if the 
South only would go I (Laughter.) They are deter¬ 
mined to stay—that is the trouble (hear, hear). We 
would furnish free passage to every mothers son ot 
them if they would go (laughter). But we say,

—there were a thousand in our country (hear, 
hear, and hisses). And for the North to have lain 
down like a spaniel—to have given up the territory 
that every child in America is taught, as every child 
in Britain is taught, to regard as his sacred right 
and his trust—to have given that territory np with¬ 
out a thought, without a blow, would have marked 
the North to all eternity as craven and mean beyond 
expression (loud cheers and some hisses). Secondly, 
the honor and the safety of the grand experiment of 
self-government by free institutions demand that so 
flagitious a violation of freedom should not be gut¬ 
tered with impunity and reward, making thereafter 
every party conflict one in which the minority when 
disaffected should turn and say to the majority, “ If 
you don’t give us our way we will make war.” Oh, 
Englishmen, would you let a minority decide in such 
a way to yon ? (Loud cries of No, no, never ! and 
cheers.) Three thousand miles off don’t make any 
difference, then? (No, no.) Because the principle 
thus introduced would literally have no end—would 
o on and restore the nation back to its original ele- 
Unts of isolated States. Nor is there any reason 
hy it would stop with States. There is the same 
force in the doctrine of secession in the application 
to Counties as in the ap’phcation to States (cheers). 

H it be right for one million in one State to secede 
when it pleases from the National governmenfowhy 
it not right for one-half or one-quarter that number 
do so ? [Hear, hear.] If it be right in a State, 
that is only a name tor territory, it is right in a 
County, that is only another name for territory ; and 
if it he right for a State or a County to secede, it js 
equally right for a town and a city [cheers]. This 
doctrine of secession is a huge revolving millstone, 
that grinds the national life to powder [cheers]. It 
anarchy in velvet, and national destruction clothed 
„ soft phrases and periphrastic expressions [cheers]. 
But we have fought with that devil, “ slavery,” and 
understand him better than yon do [loud cheers], 

No people with patriotism and honor will give up 
territory without a struggle for it [cheers]. Would 
you give it up ? (Loud cries ot No.) ... I 
would like to ask those English gentlemen who— 
very sincerely, I doubt not—hold that it is right for 
a State to go off when it pleases, how they would 
like it if the County of Kent would try the experi¬ 
ment [hear, bear]. I should like to hear what the 
—en who cry out for secession of the Southern States 
America would say when they heard that Kent 
as seceding on the southern coast of England [hear, 
hear]. They would say, “Ah, circumstances alter 
cases ” [cheers and laughter]. How much more, 
then, is it necessary that we should maintain our 
national territory and institutions and laws when 
political considerations, as well as those of political 
economy are favorable to it ? [Hear ] The Missis¬ 
sippi, which is our southern door and hall to come 
in and to go out, runs right through the seceded ter¬ 
ritory. The South magnanimously offered to let us 
but I should like to know what you would 
in going home, you found a squad of gypsies 
I sitting down in your hall, who refused to be ejected, 
saying, “ But look here, we will let you come in and 
mt when you have a mind ” [cheers and laughter], 
there was another question involved—the ques- 
L .„.. of national honor. If you take up and look at 
the map that delineates the mountainous features of 
that continent, you will find the peculiar structure of 
the Alleghany ridge, beginning in New Hampshire, 
running across the New England States, through 
Pennsylvania and West Virginia, stopping in the 
northern part of Georgia [hear, hear]. Now, all the 
world over, men that live in mountainous regions 
have been men for liberty [cheers]—and from the 
first hour to this hour the majority of the population 
of Western Virginia, which is in this mountainous 
region, the majority of the population of Western 
Tennessee, of Western Carolina, and of North 
Genr#'i8-Jw*-se.be.R»--tyma.it> tha-Davy}, and did not 
ment, “ We claim that, in fulfilment oi tne 
of the Constitution, you defend our rights, and retain 
us in the Union " [cheers]. We would not suffer a 
line of fire to be established one thousand five hun¬ 
dred miles along our Southern border, out of which, 
in a coming hour, there might shoot out wars and 
disturbances, with such a people as the South, that 
never kept faith in the Union, and would never keep 
faith out of it. They have disturbed the land as o’ ‘ 
Ahab of accursed memory did [cheers and hisses]- 
and when Elijah found this Ahab in the way, Ahab 
said, “ It is Elijah that hath disturbed Israel ” [a 
laugh]. Now we know the nature of this people. 
We know that if we entered into a truce with them 
they would renew their purpose and take possession 
in the name of the devil and slavery [cheers]. One 
more reason why we will not let this people go is 
because we do not want to become a military peo¬ 
ple. A great many say America is becoming too 
strong ; she is dangerous to the peace of the world. 
But if you permit or favor this division, the South 
becomes a military nation, and the North is com¬ 
pelled to become a "military nation. Along a line of 
1 500 miles she must have forts and men to garrison 
them. These 250,000 soldiers will constitute the 
national standing army of the North. Now, any 
nation that has a standing army is in great danger 
[no, no]. Before this war the legal size of the 
national army was 25,000. That was all; the actual 
number was 18,000, and that’s all the soldiers that 
we wanted. The Tribune and other papers repeat¬ 
edly said that these men were a moth and useless in 
nation. Cut if the country were divided, then 
„„ should have two great military nations taking 
its place, and instead of a paltry 18,000 soldiers, 
there would be 250,000 on one side and 100,000 or 
200,000 on the other. And if America, by this if 
advised disruption, is forced to have soldiers, like 
boy with a knife, she will always want to whittle 
with them [laughter and cheers]. It is the interest, 
then, of the world that that nation should be united, 
and that it should be under the control of that part 
of America that has always been for peace [cheers, 
and cries of No, no]—that it should be wrested 
from the control and policy of that part of the nation 
that has always been for more territory, for filibus¬ 
tering, for snubbing foreign nations [cheers]. But 
that is not all. The reUgious-minded among our 
people feel that in the territory committed, to r~ 
there is a high and solemn trust—a national true 
r e are taught that in some sense the world itself 
a field, and every Christian nation acknowledges 
certain responsibility for the moral condition of the 
globe. But how much nearer does it come when it 
is one’s country! And the Church of America is 
coming to feel more and more that God gave us this 
counfry, not merely for material aggranu.sement, but 

for a glorious triumph for the Church of Christ 
rcheersl. Therefore we undertook to rid the terri¬ 
tory of slavery. Since slavery has divested itself of 
its municipal protection, and has become a declared 
public enemy, it is our duty to prevent slavery from 
blighting this far Western territory. When I stand 
and look out upon that immense territory as an indi¬ 
vidual man, as a citizen, as a Christian minister 1

IjAmk that if I 
might but bring the mother and the daughter heart 
to heart and hand to band (loud applause), I would 
be willino- to be silent for a twelvemonth in so good 
a work as that (cheers). The war began under cir¬ 
cumstances that obliged the North to join issue in 
order to prevent actual humiliation aud subjugauou. 
They had the key ol the country in the buuthern 
hands They had robbed our arsenals, luey had 
bankrupted our treasury. They had possession of 
the most important offices in the army and navy. 
They had the vantage of having long anticipated 


’Sandwich Islands, to the islands 
[d the Pacific, to Asia, to all Africa. And yet when this 
work of redeeming our continent from the heatben- 
dom of slavery lies before us there are men who 
counsel us to give it up to the devil, and 

do a thing-Ah! independent of pounds and pence, 

independent ot national honor, independent of all 
merely material considerations, there is pressing on 
every conscientious Northerner’s mind this highest of 
all considerations—our duty to God to save that con¬ 
tinent from the blast and blight of slavery [cheers]. 
Yet how many are there who up, down, and over all 
England are saying, “ Let slavery go—let slavery 
go ? ” It is recorded, I think, in the biography ot that 
most noble of your own countrymen, fciir H. Fowell 
Buxton [cheers]—that on one occasion a huge favo¬ 
rite dog was seized with hydrophobia and was dash¬ 
ing hither and thither. With wonderful courage he 
seized the creature by the neck and collar, and 
against the animal’s mightiest efforts, dashing hitnei j 
and thither against wall aud fence and up the street, 
held him until help could be got. It there had been 
Englishmen there of the stripe of The limes, they 
would have said to Fowell Buxtoo, j>mi

the future ? [Cheers.] We will peril life and limb 
and all we have first. These truths are not exagge¬ 
rated—they are minified rather than magnified in my 
statement; and you cannot tell how powerfully they 
are influencing us unless you were standing in our 
midst in America; you cannot understand how firm 
that national feeling is which God has bred in the 
North on this subject. It is deeper than the sea ; 
it is firmer than the hills ; it is serene as the sky over 
~ir head, where God dwells [cheers]. 

But it is said, “ What a ruthless business this war 
of extermination is ? ” I have heard it stated that a 
fellow from America, purporting to he a minister of 
the gospel of peace, had come over to England, and 
that that fellow had said he was in favor of a war of 
extermination. Well, if he said so, he will stick to it 
[cheers]. But listen not to the way in which enemies 
put these words. Listen to the way in which I pat 
them, for if I am to bear the responsibility it is only 
fair that I should state them in my own way. We 
believe that war is a test of our institutions; we 
believe that it is a life-and-death struggle between 
the two principles of liberty and slavery [cheers]— 
we beBeve that it is the cause of the common people 
all the world over [renewed eheers]. We believe 
that every straggling nationality on the globe will be 
stronger if we conquer this odious oligarchy of 
slavery, and that every oppressed people in the 
world will be weaker if we fail [cheers]. The sober 
American regards the war as part of that awful yet 
glorious straggle which has been going on for hundreds 
of years in every nation between right and wrong, 
between virtue and vice, between liberty and despot¬ 
ism, between freedom and bondage. It carries with 
it the whole future condition of our vast continent— 
its laws, its policy, its fate. And standing fo view of 
these tremendous realities we have consecrated all 
that we have—our children, our wealth, our national 
strength—and we lay them all on the altar and say, 

“ It is better that they should all perish than that the 
North should falter and betray this trust of God, this 
hope of the oppressed, this Western civiBzatian" 
[cheers]. If we say this of ourselves, shall we say 
less of the slaveholders? If we are willing to do 
these things, shall we say, “ Stop the war for their 
sakes ? " If we say this of ourselves, Bhall we have 
more pity for the rebellion, for slavery seeking 
to blacken a continent with its awful evil, desecrat¬ 
ing the social phase of national independence hy 
seeking only an independence that shall enable them 
to oppress four million of humanity? [Cheers.] 
Shall we do for them what we won’t do for our¬ 
selves? Standing by my cradle, standing by my 
hearth, standing by the altar of the Church, standing 
by all the places that mark the name and memory of 
heroic men who poured their blood and lives for prin¬ 
ciple, I declare that in ten or twenty years of war 
we will sacrifice everything we have for principle 
I [cheers]. If the love of popular liberty is dead in 
Great Britain you will not understand us ; but if the 
love of liberty lives as it once lived, and has worthy 
successors of those renowned men that were our 
ancestors as much as yours, and whose example and 
I principles we inherit to make fruitful as so much 
seed corn in a new and fertile land—then you will 
understand our firm, invincible determination—deep 
as the sea, firm as mountains, but calm as the 
heavens above us—to fight this war through at all 
hazards and at every cost [immense cheering, accom¬ 
panied with a few hisses|. I am obliged for this 
little diversion; it rests me. Against this statement 
of facts and principles no public man and no party 
could stand up for one moment in Eagland if it were 
permitted to stand upon ils own merits. It is, there¬ 
fore, sought to darken the light of these truths and 
to falsify facts. I will not mention names, but I will 
say this, that there have been important organs in 
Great Britain that have deliberately aud knowingly 
spoken what is not the truth [applause, and loud 
cries of “ The Times l ” “ Three groans for The 

Times ! ”] It is declared that the North has no sin¬ 
cerity. It is declared that the North treats the blacks 
worse than the South does [hear, hear]. A monstrous 
llie from beginning to end. It is declared that emanci¬ 
pation is a mere political trick—not a moral sentiment, 
lit is declared that this is a cruel unphilanthrophic 
squabble of men gone mad with national vanity 
should “ fall nine times the space that measures day 
and night ” to make an apostacy which dishonors his 
closing days, and to wipe out the testimony for lib¬ 
erty that he gave in his youth 1 But even if all this 
monstrous Be about the North—this needless slander 
—were true, still it would not alter the fact that 
Northern success will carry liberty—Southern suc¬ 
cess, slavery [cheers]. For when society dashes 
against society, the results are not what the indi¬ 
vidual motives of the members of society would make 
them—the results are what the institutions of society 
make them. When your army stood at Waterloo, 
they did not know what were the tremendous moral 
consequences that depended on that battle. It was 
not what the individual soldiers meant nor thought, 
but what the British empire—the national life behind, 
and the genius of that renowned kingdom which sent 
that army to victory—meant and thought [hear, 
hear]. And even if the President were false—if 
every Northern man were a juggling hypocrite—that 
does not change the Constitution; and it does not 
change the fact that if the North prevails she carries 
Northern ideas and Northern institutions with her 

^Butri hear a loud protest against war [hear, hear]. 
Ladies and gentlemen, Mr. Chairman: There is a 
small band in our country and in yours—I wish their 
number were quadrupled—who have borne a so emu 
and painful testimony against all ware, under all cir¬ 
cumstances ; and although I differ with them on the 
subject of defensive warfare, yet when men that 
rebuked their own land, and all lands, now rebuke 
us, though I cannot accept their judgment, I bow with 
profound resp :i to their consistency [hear, hear, 
aud cheers]. But excepting them, I regard this 
British horror of the American war as something 
wonderful [renewed cheers and laughter]. Why, it 
is a phenomenon in itself! On what shore haa not 
the prow of your ships dashed? [Hear, hear.] What 
land is there with a name and a people where your 
banner has not led your soldiers? [Hear, hear.J 
And when the great resurrection reveille shall sound 
it wiU muster British soldiers from every cBme and 
people under the whole heavens [cheers]. Ah 1 out 
it is said this is a war against your own blood [hear, 
hear]. How long is it since you poured soldiers into 
Canada, and let all your yards work night and day 
to avenge the taking of two men out of the Trent t 
[Loud applause.] Old England shocked at a war ot 
irineiple! She gained her glories in such a. wax 
cheers]. Old England ashamed of a wan of princi¬ 
ple ! Her national ensign symbolizes her history— 
the cross in a field of blood [cheers]. And will you 
teU us—who inherit your blood, your ideas, and your 
pluck [cheers]—that we must not fight ? [Cheers.] 
The child must heed the parents until the parents get 
old and tell the child not to do the thing that in early 
Bfe they whipped him for not doing. And then the 
child says, father and mother are getting too old; 
thev had better be taken away from their present 
home and come to live with us [cheers and hisses] 
Perhaps you think that the old island wBl do a fittle 
longer [hisses].
